' vlinppyii.to^^say. rarely .osorcised. by those in a 
judicial 'capacity, of defining nn6 punishing 
what thoy may con>ult;r olloiices against tlieir 
oflico. I'ub'ic p"liey re(|\iires that tlio ina|esly 
of the law should bo uplield ; that courts of 
jiistieu should not bo deprived of their useful- 
ness by anything that would tend to bring 
them into contempt. Accordingly it has bo- 
comeji'rccbgnized rule of English law that 
the "dppb.^injg or despising the authority, jus- 
tice", oi" dignity of a court of justice is a 
cnnleinj)t ol crmrt, and may b(5 ininished 
nceonliiiL'ly. Now it is quite evident that 
ihou'jli tlio public aro bound to yield to 
the seats of justice their due meed of re- 
spect, it is equally incumbent on judges 
to do nothing which vcill tend to les- 
sen the dignity of their office. If a pri- 
vate individual is to bo condemned and 
punished for the otiience, it is just as neces- 
sary, if not more so, that a judicial oireiuler 
sliuukl sutler for his misdeeds, bo it at the 
bur of public Ojiiiiian or in a court of law. 
AVIion, tborelore, the cunduct ol a judge, 
though not absolutely criminal and capable 
of being made tbe,subjeol of judicial invesll 
gation, still is such as teads.-to place his 
private interest and his duty as an adminis- 
trator of justice in conflict, we conceive it 
may well become the subject of public anim- 
adversion. Tho esitre.'-sion of this publio 
voice can never have the eileet of paralyzing 
tlio iutluciicu of courts of justice. Tlio very 
contrary must be ihe result, fur it lends to 
uphold their purity, and, as a consequence, 
tho respect due to them. As long, therefore, 
as a newspaper confines itself to the intelli- 
gent'expbsition of this public opinion-— as 
long as it is not i'lilueiiecd by motives of 
privatu tnalico — its freedem should bo re- 
spected. If this then bo tlio case in coun- 
tries having a numerous stall' of judges, a 
representative form of government, how 
much more necessary that the principle 
snould obtain iu a country where the highest 
court is. composed of one judge, and where 
the government of the country is rested in 
the hands of one man, who is responsible 
only to guverninent thousaiids of miles 
away. In sucli a country, if an^-, the e.\- 
prossion of public opinion should ije left free 
and unUanimellcd ; it is iieciled for the pub- 
lic good to iinpo.-e some check ui)on the 
conduct uf those in power. We cannot but 
think that Judge Bogbie would have aotctl 
far more wisely had he not chosen to slratch 
the power vested in hira for protQiMing the 
dignity of -his office to such an e.vtent 
as to attempt to gag the press. As to the 
merits of tho charge instituted against him 
ill the letter in the liritish Cotunibian, for 
puliliealion of which tho editor was c.nn- 
mltted for cunteinpl, we shall not trouble 
ourselves. Wheiher the version of the trans- 
action given bytho judge bo tho only triieone, 
we shall leave to those best acquainted with 
the facts to decide. But this one can easily 
infer fioin tbe whole affair — lliat the law and 
the condition of things in British Columbia 
r uder it possible lhal a judge who engages 
in prc-eili|ilion speeulaliun i:i lands may be 
CilleiJ niioii to be a judge in bis own cause; 
that be may be a.sked to decide appeals from 
the deciaioiis of magistrates in which ho is 
an interested party ; that where from the 
fant of his having purchased a pre-emption 
claim from a foreigner, who was not entitled 
to pre-empt, and who was refused the privi- 
legH of recording lliis claim by llio rnagis- 
tratf, and fiom tlio I'aot of tliis refusal being 
itiailc llio subji-cl of appeal to the judge, who 
if be tliil nc! urilor the m.'.gislrato to leconl 
•.he ehiiiii, at least; lecommended it, which 
any one uf common sense can see is contrary 
to the I're-eniption Act. There was ro m 
enough to give rise to tho rumors that at- 
tended the transactions. This being the 
case, one can easily e.\cuse the muiive that 
wonid induce an editor to give place to a 
communication of sueli imblie interest. 
i\Iuro [ artienlarly i.s this so, a-i Ibu object 
was evidently not lor the purpose of hanging 
the administration of justice into contempt, 
but to obtain snob an ' njnondmenl of the 
law- -as ;Wquld prevent officials dabbling 
in" speculation. ' This, then, should 
bave induced Judge Bogbio to pause 
ere he took advantage of his ollicial position 
to satisfy his rullled feeling:; by the incar- 
ceration of the edaor of tbe Cdninhian. We 
could easily justify biin in commilling one 
wlio in oprii Court was wanting in that res- 
pect which IS duo to iheoflice, but tU.e e.v- 
. tensionroC that power to things dune. outside 
the Court' aboui'l N esorcised with the 
greatest discretion, and only upon iho most 
urgent occasions. ' It is an ij.xercise ul th;; 
p wer, to some extent, of a k'gi^Iali:ro, judge 
and jury, which when lea.1l used is mo.-it to 
be eominended. The only pussiblo defence 
tbe judge could have for his extraordinary 
aud arbitrary exercise ol power would he iu 
fact, that he could not well obtaitt ^redrw 
for an ir»jurious attack upon hist'oharaoter 
in.anyfolberway, as his was the Court bo- 
fore' whom such an action would be tried. 
But even this he would not be justified in 
using as long as tho pnbliehor of an article 
is willing to make any reasonable apology 
or aniciids for llic insertion of an niiealhd 
for ami unjust attack upon Ins cliaiaeter, 
when it related to a public matter. News- 
jiapcr men have n diliicull and thankless 
duty to pcfforni, and as long as they are 
willing to act fairly to all ihoy should be 
sustainqd. From tho necessity of the thing, 
thoy cannot be expected always to esoapo
